Fire Rating

“In your editorial ‘Charter 
Modification’ of Nov, 21 itappears 
that you are leaning, if not jumping 
to the conclusion that the charter 
should be modified in its req aire- 
ment that we have centralized 
purchasing, Further, you ask the 
question ‘Although there may be 
savings as a result of central 
purchasing, are there enough dol- 
lars saved to warrant paying a 
purchasing agent?’ I believe there 
is a sensible answer to your ques- 
tion and will attempt to supply it. 

“*The National Institute of Muni- 
cipal Law Officers (NIMLO) and 
the National Institute of Govern- 
mental Purehasing (NIGP) have 
studied the matter of centralized 
purchasing for and .n governmen- 
tal bodies in ~he United States for 
several years, Both of these or- 
ganizations are, to my knowledge, 
highly respected and I can per- 
sonally testify to the integrity and 
ability of the executive vice presi- 
dent of NIGP, Albert H, Hall, who, 
over the years, has been selected 
to write the annual article on public 
purchasing in the Municipal Year 


“The nationwide studies by 
NIM.) and NIGP on centralized 
purchasing indicate that: 

*“A, The average municipality 
spends about one third ofits budget 
for supplies, equipment and non- 
personal services which are 
susceptible to centralized pur- 
chasing, 

**B. Of that one third of the 
budget, about 15% can be saved by 
Properly conducted centralized 
purchasing, 

**C, Additionally, there are some 
12-15 other benefits accruing from 
centralized purchasing, (These 
will be discussed in a subsequent 
letter.) 

“Based on the foregoing, we can 
see that if Andover’s total budget 
is $3 m'llion, there are $1 million 
susceptible to central purchasing 
which, multiplied by 15%, equals 
$150,000 as the potential savings 
per year, Would not a purchasing 
agent at, say $10,009 a year, and 
saving 15 times his salary, be a 
good bargain? How many sales- 
men, for example, turnin 1500% 
net profit on their salaries, 

“The opponents of centralized 
purchasing - and they are usually 
in the various departmeats that 
don’t want to give up what they 
think are their prerogatives - 
traditionally comp!ain about the 
presumed lack of flexibility and 
timeliness in meeting their de- 
mands, In fact, it is all too often 
that they are the ones who have 
not been flexible and timely in 
submission of requisitions for what 
they need, They have a part of the 
budget allocated to them and, hope- 
fully, they have experience as to 
the normal needs of their depart- 
ment (emergencies excepted) and 
they should be able to do some 
forward planning, But if they don’t 
good centralized purchasing re- 
cogil'zes this and eompensates for 
it, How? I will attempt to answer 
this next week,’?

George Frideric Handel was 
born in Halle, Germany Feb. 23, 
1685 and died in London April 14, 
1759. This Oratorio was written 
during Handel’s later years, and 
received little recognition whea 
first presented, The words were 
taken from the Holy Scriptures 
by Charles Jennens, 

The Composition was begun Aug, 
22, 1741 and the first part was 
completed Aug, 28. The second 
and third parts were finishedSept, 
6 and 12 respectively. The instru- 
mentation and other details were 
filled in by Sept. 14, just 24 days 
in all for the entire work, 

*‘Messiah”*® was first performed 
during Handel’s sojourn in Ireland, 
in the Mtsic Hall, Fishambte 
Street, Dublin, for the benefit of 
the Society for the relieving Pri- 
soners, the Charitable Infirmary, 
and the Mercer’s Hospital, April 
13, 1742. It was first performed 
in England at Convent Garden 
Theatre March 23, 1743, 

After the original performance 
Handel revised and rewrote much 
of the work, which was published 
in 1767, The Oratorio has become 
a traditional Christmas presenta- 
tion,

Taxpayers Don't 
Recommend Site 


One proposed school site - the 
Barnard property on South Main 
St. = seems again to be in doubt, 

The Selectmen have been asked 
by the Taxpayers’ Association to 
look carefully at the site before 
buying it, 

They warned of drastic water 
problems; suggested that traffic 
would be a real problem, withcars 
and pedestrians crossing Route 
28; and stated that the area is too 
close to the South School anyway. 

Planning Board Chairman Har- 
old King, present at the Select- 
men’s meeting on another matter, 
remarked that his Board had not 
approved this site. Instead, he 
asserted, the Planning Board re- 
commended acquiring more land 
near the town-owned 12 acres near 
the DeVries development to the 
east of South Main st. 

**It was at Mr, Doherty’s insis- 
tence’’, he told the gathering, that 
the idea was abandoned and the 
Barnard property substituted, 

Selectman William Stewart, 
agreeing that the Barnard land may 
be too close to South School, thought 
the interested
